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AVING matched wits with old world diplomats at Versail- 
les and lost, it is not strange that the American people look 
with ill-concealed suspicion on a second effort of this kind 
which is to take place on this side of the Atlantic next month 
when old workl diplomats wiU assemble at the president's dis- 
armament conference. 


This general feeling of pessimism in the United States in 
regard to the outcome of the conference has been much com- 
mented on of late. "I may be wrong," said President Hibben 
of'Princeton university in his disarmament appeal to the under- 
graduates, "but it seems to me that there is a general attitude 
of the American people toward this conference at Washington 
whfch expresses itself in a sort of cynical pessimsim that the 
conference is inevitably destined to end in another chapter of 
diplomatic futilities." 


The New York World advises Dr. Hibben that he is not 
wrong. "Altho a public demand for disarmament is, if any- 
thing, increasing," says The World, "public confidence in a suc- 
cessful outcome of the conference is diminishing, owing mainly, 
we think, to the lack of aggressive leadership in Washington.' 
As the people watch the various Governments, including our 
own, jockeying for position, the feeling becomes inevitable thvi 
the conference is destined, to -use Dr. Hibben's words, "to end i" 
another chapter of diplomatic futilities."

Mr, Harding rejected the Borah resolution and called for a con- 
ference to discuss not only the limitation of naval armament but 
the questions of the Far East and the Pacific and the limitation 
of land forces as well, and extend the invitation to all the Prin- 
cipal Allied and Associated Powers. 


"The Borah plan was simple and practical. 
It contem- 
plated an agreement among the three'great naval powers for 
a naval holiday extending over five years, during which time 
there should b^ no n'ew construction. 
This gave the world a 
breathing-spell so far as competition in sea power was concern- 
ed, and many questions relating to the Pacific and the Far East 
could be disposed of in five years. If they were not all settled, I 
the rival fleets would be so near obsolete that no danger of war; 
would remain. 


''To this initial blunder was added the mistake of inviting 
Prance and Italy to the conference and bringing in the issue of 
land forces. There is abundant necessity for disarmament on 
land, with 6,000,000 troops still under arms, but the situation 
in ^Europe is such that no agreement can now be reached, espec- 
ially while the United States maintains the pretense of isolation.' 
The French, for 'example, are coming to the conference to de-1 
niand guarantees as the price of any reduction in land forces, i 
.What Clemenceau said in'his speech at St. Hermine is what 
.every Frenchman is saymg. The United States has refused to 
ratify the Treaty of Versailles, it has refused to accept the; 
^covenant of the League of Nations, it has contemptuously re-i 
jected the Anglo-American-French agreement that Mr. Wilson | 
and Lloyd George offered as an assurance against German ag- 
gression, and France has not only remained armed but it has 
tised its influence to keep new nations like Poland armed. 
/'France will not reduce its army, in the present state of 


affairs in Eroupe, unless assurances of help come from the 
United States, and these assurances have been made impossible 
by the Administration's repudiation of everything done at Ver- 
sailles out of which this country could not derive "a direct pecu- 
niary benefit. 


"Public confidence in the conference has not been strength- 
ened, either, by the- Administration's policy of scolding the 
country for expecting too much. Hardly a day passes that an 
inspired despatch does not come out of Washington picturing 
the State Department as highly irritated because people persist 
in talking about "disarmament." 


"All these official manoeuvres have had their effect on 
popular sentiment, which grows increasingly pessimistic and 
which forgets that the American people will get out of the 
Washington conference no more than they peremptorily de- 
mand. If they are disposed to sit back and let the White House 
run things, with the assistance of Mr. Hughes, Mr. Lodge Mr 
Boot and Mr. Underwood, the conference will degenerate into 
a .game of diplomatic prestige in which the most skillful players, 
.will win and the taxpayers of every country will lose. If public! 
opinion makes it plan that the Administration will be held to th*! 
strictest accountability for the success of the conference an I 
agreement will be reached. It may not be all that could have 
been hoped for, but it will mark a long step toward ending the 
.war-breeding competition in armament.
